AN ACT Relating to the study of the benefits and applications of
radio frequency identification, video, or other technologies; and
creating a new section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) A joint task force on radio frequency
identification technology is established and consists of the foll ow ng
menbers:

(a) One nenber fromeach of the two | argest caucuses of the senate,
appoi nted by the president of the senate;

(b) One nenber fromeach of the two | argest caucuses of the house
of representatives, appointed by the speaker of the house of
representatives;

(c) The chief of the Wshington state patrol, or the chief's
desi gnee;

(d) The director of the departnent of notor vehicles, or the
director's designee;

(e) The director of the departnent of transportation, or the
director's designee;
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(f) A representative from a business specializing in radio
frequency identification technol ogies;

(g) A representative from a business specializing in reader/tag
manuf act uri ng;

(h) A representative from a business specializing in hardware or
sof t war e;

(1) Arepresentative froma business specializing in license plate
manuf act uri ng;

(J) A representative from a business specializing in electronic
tolling;

(k) A representative froma nonprofit, nationw de trade associ ation
that represents all segnents of the technol ogy industry;

(I') Arepresentative of the insurance industry; and

(m The director of the freight nmobility strategic investnent
board, or the director's designee.

(2) The task force shall choose two cochairs from anmong its
menber shi p.

(3) The task force shall review and nmake recommendations to the
| egi slature and the governor regarding radio frequency identification,
vi deo, or other technologies, and their potential benefits and uses in
gover nnent regul at or/ oper ati onal functi ons. I n prepari ng
recommendations, the commttee shall, at a mninum review

(a) How radio frequency identification is currently being used in
gover nnent al operations;

(b) The potential benefits of using radio frequency identification
to provide a neans for dynamc traffic managenent;

(c) The potential wuses of radio frequency identification in
gover nnent al operations;

(d) The potential benefits of using radio frequency identification
to increase conpliance with mandatory regi strations such as insurance,
regi stration, and em ssion testing;

(e) The potential benefits of using radio frequency identification
to increase revenue generation for the state;

(f) The potential benefits of using radio frequency identification
to increase security for theft and property managenent and genera
saf ety neasures;

(g) The potential benefits of using radio frequency identification
for comrercial carrier registration;
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(h) The feasibility of using radio frequency identification as a
"port of entry" at the state's border crossings and ports of entry; and

(1) The feasibility of using radio frequency identification with
t he expansion of electronic tolling in the state.

The task force may exam ne policies regarding the establishnent of
requi renents for any issuing agency of radio frequency identification,

video, or other technologies to clearly define: What personal
information is to be collected; howthe information is to be coll ected;
how the information will be used; who can access the infornmation; and

how the information will be protected.

(4) The task force may consult with individuals fromthe public and
private sector.

(5) The task force shall use legislative facilities and staff from
senate commttee services and the house office of programresearch

(6) The task force shall report its findings and reconmendations to
the | egislature by Decenber 30, 2006.

(7) The radio frequency identification task force termnates
Decenber 31, 2006.
